cent lower heat cost than pro-

pane. This analysis considers 

energy content of fuel, mois-

ture content of fuel, and aver-
And those savings come with 

added bonuses: stability, pre-

dictability, and strong economic 

benefits for NH. Whereas heat-

ing oil and propane have a well-

documented history of extreme 

price fluctuations, bulk wood 

pellet fuel has proven to be a 

consistently low-cost, reliable 

fuel for over two decades Fur-

thermore, wood pellets are 

manufactured here in the Gran-

ite State and nearly 100 per-

cent of the consumer fuel ex-

penditure stays in the NH econ-

omy. Nearly 80 percent of fuel 

expenditures on oil and pro-

pane leave New Hampshire’s 

economy to support the import 

of these fuels from other re-

gions or other countries.

“To boil that down, an average 

homeowner using 800 gallons 

of heating oil per year can 

save $734 on their heating bill 

by switching to wood pellet 

fuel. The same homeowner 

using 1,200 gallons of pro-

pane can save $2,398 by 

switching to wood pellets,” 

says Maura Adams, Program 

Director with the Northern 

Forest Center. 

“In 2015 alone, over 100 

commercial and institutional 

building owners in NH saved 

$11.8 million in heating costs 

using modern wood heating, 

and that was when oil and 

propane were less expensive 

than they are today. Consider-

ing the current prices of con-

ventional fossil heating fuels, 

we’re well poised to easily 

surpass that number in 

2018,” says Kate Epsen, exec-

utive director of the NH Sus-

tainable Energy Association. 



 

Marked Timber Stumpage Sales: 

 

 This newsletter is posted on the IDNR Forest Re-

sources website monthly.  Deadline for each monthly issue is 

the third Thursday of the month prior.  All submissions of 

marked timber for sale by consulting foresters, procurement 

foresters or others must be submitted by the second Thursday.  

Submissions by consulting foresters working with IFDA cooper-

ators must adhere to the timber recommendations approved in 

the landowner’s written management plan.  Foresters working 

with landowners at-large must adhere to recommended silvicul-

ture for Illinois forest types.  Submissions may be sent US Mail 

to “ORC-Forestry” at our Springfield office or by email to 

paul.deizman@illinois.gov.   

 

 Two (2) sales were marked for cutting by a forester of 

the Illinois Division of Forest Resources or by a consulting for-

ester and/or reviewed by the Illinois Division of Forest Re-

sources.  Volumes have been estimated using the Doyle Rule 

unless otherwise indicated.  Deductions have been made for 

defects.  No volume is tallied for culls.  Any interested buyers 

should contact the landowner or their representative directly. 

The Illinois Division of Forest Resources does not establish the 

selling price of timber.  Buyers must show proof they are li-

censed.  

Policy Statements:
